The annual sermon was preached by Rev. M. F. Troxell, act- 
ing President, from the text: ‘‘ Wherefore by their fruits ye 
shall know them.’’ Matt. vii. 20. 


FIRST SESSION. 


Wepnesnay, Oct. 21, 1885, 9 A. M. 

Synod met, and was opened by President M. F. Troxell with 
reading of Scripture and prayer. 

Rev. J. A. Lowe was appointed Secretary pro fem. 

The clerical roll was called, and absentees noted. 

Credentials of lay delegates were received, and their names 
enrolled. 

Letters were read dismissing clergymen from other Synods to 
this Synod, as follows: Rev. B. F. Hills, from the Iowa Synod ;

Rev. M. F. Troxell read the following report, which was, by 


motion, referred to Committee No. 1. 
President's Report. 

Fathers and Brethren ; Grace, mercy, and peace, in the name of the Triune 
God, Father, Son and Holy Ghost. Amen. 

By reason of the removal from our bounds of eur worthy and beloved 
President, the Rev. A. J. Kissell, and by virtue of our formula of church gov- 
ernment, the necessity has been laid upon your Secretary of preparing the 
usual official report to be made at this period of our annual Synodical Con- 
vention. The revolving cycle has left along the way of its going many 
changes. Some have come, some have gone. Yet the work goes on. 

Among the changes that have taken place, beside the removal of our Presi- 
dent into the territory of a sister Synod, we remember that the death-angel has 
come with his sharpened sickle and gathered some ripened grain for the 
garner of God. On the last Sabbath of the year 1884, Rev. Abraham A. 
Trimper died at Lawrence, Kansas, full of years and strong in the faith. 
September 13th, at Abilene, Kansas, the wife of Rev. S. P. Harrington passed 
away, after great patience in suffering. To those who remain, to whom these 
lives were precious, Synod will extend the sympathy of hearts that are warmed 
by the love of Him who bears with us our griefs and who carries for us our 
sorrows. 

Herewith is submitted the record of the official acts of Synod’s officers 
during the past year, and such other items as should be brought to your notice, 
in a brief.review of the field of our labors. 


RESIGNATIONS AND DISMISSALS. 


November st, 1884, Rev. J. Schauer resigned Grocnleat pastorate, which 
has since been supplied at intervals only. 
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March 1st, 1885, Rev. A. J. Kissell resigned his charge at Salina, and on 
May 14th, assigned the keys of his office as President of Synod to the Secre- 
tary. 

September 16th, a letter was received from Rev. H. M. Lentz stating that 
he had resigned the Eureka charge, to take effect December 1st. 

By error of omission in last year’s report, it should here be stated that Rev. 


’ oH. F. Long was dismissed, April 30th, 1884, to the Central Pennsylvania 


Synod. 
May 22d, 1885, a letter of dismissal was issued to Rev. J. A. Hartman, to 
* the Synod of West Pennsylvania. 
June 29th, a letter of dismissal was issued to Rev. A. J. Kissell, to the 
Synod of Iowa. 


CALLS ACCEPTED AND MEMBERS RECEIVED. 
| December ist, 1884, Rev. N. A. Whitman took charge of the Ebenezer 
pastorate, Dickinson county, Kansas. 

January tst, Rev. J. E. Maurer took charge of the Hardy, Neb., pastorate. 

May 26th, Rev. F. D. Altman, by appointment of the Board of Home Mis- 
sions, assumed charge of the Emporia mission. June 30th his letter of dis- 
missal from Miami Synod was received. 

Rev. G. LD. Gotwald accepted a call from the Salina congregation, to date 
from July 1st, and will apply for admission to Synod during this convention. 

August 7th, a letter from Rev B. F. Hills, accompanied by a letter of dis- 
missal from the lowa Synod, was received, stating that he had taken charge 
of Mt. Zion charge, Dickinson county, Kansas, and asking for membership in 
this body. 

September 7th, a letter was received from Rev. A. M. Geiger, saying that 
he had taken charge of the mission at Valley Falls. He sent letter of dis- 
missal from East Ohio Synod and applies for membership in this body. 

September 30th, a letter of dismissal from the Synod of Northern Illinois 
was received from Rev. J. P. Schnure, who had taken charge of the Morrill 
pastorate, and who applies for membership in this body. 


NEW ORGANIZATIONS, NEW CHURCHES, AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


Rev. S. Henry organized the Ottawa mission in December last with twenty- . 
five members. The work has grown, and the people are now rejoicing in their 
own church home, the corner-stone being laid and church built during the 
summer, and dedicated October 4th. 

Rev. F. D. Altman organized the Emporia mission in June last with twenty- 
two members. The work is growing, and commendable steps have been taken 
to secure their own house of worship. 

Rev. A. M. Geiger organized at Valley Falls in September, with forty-two 
souls. 

Rev. G. S. Diven has revived the work at Atchison during the last year, and 
that field is now growing in numbers and influence. 
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The Peabody church, where we now hold our convention, after extensive re. 
pairs was re-dedicated March 29th, 1885. 

The church at Lawrence was very tastefully repaired, and re-opened in 
May last. 

July 26th, a new church at Waterville, was solemnly dedicated to the ser- 
vice of God. 

October 4th, the corner-stone of a church at Minneapolis was laid, and 
Rev. W. C. Seidel is to be earnestly congratulated in seeing the fruits of his 
labors in this field now so successfully maturing. 

The chapel of the Children’s Memorial, of Kansas City, is rapidly nearing 
completion, and will be opened and dedicated November 8th, next. 

The Salina church, after becoming self sustaining in September last, is now 
being repaired and beautified. Both pastor and people are to be congratu- 
lated upon their successful efforts. 

The noble women of the church are building another house to the Lord, for 
our mission in Denver. Right worthily are they responding to the appeals of 
Rev. P. A. Heilman, whose well-pointed efforts, coupled with faith in God, 
must bring the victory. But the struggle is hard. Let the women of Kansas 
Synod help their neighboring mission early and liberally. On October 4th 
the corner-stone of this mission's church building was laid, Rev. G. P. Hays, 
of the Presbyterian church, preaching the sermon. 

VACANCIES. 

There are now ia Greenleaf, Bunker Hill, Hays City, Ellsworth, 
Americus, and Halstead. The first four named points should have pastors 
won. As to the two last named no obtained. Are they

NEW POINTS, 

Our church would seem to have a tield in the towns of Wichita, Wellington, 
Arkansas City, Winfield and Independence, in Southern Kansas. By occupy- 
ing these settled, prosperous towns at an early day, a wide door of future use- 
fulness and helpfulness would, without doubt, swing open before the Lutheran 
church. Cannot Synod make an aggressive movement along the southern 
Kansas line of live towns ? 

LETTERS AND MISCELLANY. 

July 31st, a letter was received from the chairman of the Examining Com- 
mittee regarding the support of Shelton Chatham, of Atchison, as a student 
for the ministry. Reply was made advising the applicant to present himself 
before this convention of Synod, for examination and consideration. 

September 18th, a letter was received from M. F. Rinker, of Emporia, say- 
ing that he would apply to the Synod for license to preach the gospel at this 
session. He was referred to the Examining Committee. 

September joth, a letter was received from Rev. J. P. Schnure, stating that 
he would make application at this convention for the restoration of E. S. 
Rees, to his former place on the — roll. 
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7 October sth, a letter was received from Rev. R. F. Hassinger, asking for a 
| letter of dismissal. As he did not state to what Synod, it was not granted. 
, He asks the privilege of having his address changed on the Synod roll to his 
| present post-office in Pennsylvania. 
| | We do well to note that many of our mission stations were strengthened 
| _ and blessed during the past summer by the tour of visitation made by the 
| President and the two Secretaries of the Board of Home Missions. At the 
| same time we also note that we may confidently expect a brother missionary 
) from the India foreign field to take part in the proceedings of our present 
| convention, and afterwards to visit many places in our territory. 
| To the labors and the fraternal greetings and joys of this convention we now 
| turn. Coming together once again, from the fields of toil and our trial, of sac. 
rifice and of triumph, let us come to a new consecration, and for a fresh, 
gracious outpouring of the Holy Ghost, in whose power we may be made 
strong for our work and by whose Spirit alone we shall all be made one 
in aim and purpose. 

The past year has been marked, we find, in reviewing the fields which 
| compose the Synods’ territory, not so much by aggressive advance as bya 
| steady strengthening of the stakes already set. It is a wise policy that follows 

sowing and planting with watering and tending; so that growth may be 
healthy, and that a fruitful maturity may result. 


With this ground of increasing strength upon which to stand as a basis for 
observation, we shall not be true to our Lord if we do not also look out upon 
the fields set before our eyes, and do what we can to enter and to occupy. 
“ The field is the world.” Until, then, we reach the world's rim, our work 

| must never cease. The greatness of the work appeals to the sou! until is felt the 
‘| everlasting arm let down from heaven. The importance of the work calls for 
| a deep, abiding spirit of consecration—such a spirit as Paul's when he wrote, 

“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God, that ye present 

your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your reason- 
able service.” Shall not this be the spirit this eighteenth convention of the 
Synod of Kansas?

dom of the General Synod superior to our own. The provisions of this con- 
stitution are no doubt the result of the experience and wisdom of the oldest 


and largest Synods, and will be a safe guide for us.

Delegates to the General Synod, convened in Harrisburg, Pa., 
May +e 1885, gave the following report, which was on motion 


ah Pnmident and Brethren of the Synod of Kansas. 

Beloved Brethren: Your delegates who were duly elected to sepresent the 
Kansas Synod at the meeting of the General Synod, convened in Harrisburg, 
Pa., May 27th, 1885, would respectfully report that they performed the duty 
assigned them to the best of their ability. 

All your delegates were in attendance at the Synod, except Rev. G. A. 
Bowers, D. D. 

The clerical delegates present were T. F. Dornblaser, M. F. Troxell, J. A. 
Lowe and W. C. Seidel. The Lay Delegates were H. F. Rizer, Esq., Col. 
F. S. Stambaugh, Hon. G. W. Householder, J. E. Tressler, M. D., and Mr. 
A. L. Selig. 

The reports of the various Boards were very encouraging. 

Total receipts for the two years preceding April 1st, 1885, are as follows: 


By the Board of Home Missions... ........... $54,311 33 
By the Board of Foreign Missions ............. 70,304 19 
By the Board of Church Extension. ............ 77> 92 
Amount of Sales by Publication House. . ......... 47,250 60 


Of these reports the most remarkable is that of Charch Extension, which 
compares most favorably with the former report of this same Board, in 1883, 
which was only $28,657.66, but little more than one-third of the last report. 
All questions pertaining to the welfare of our Zion were considered in their 
accustomed routine. 

The report of a joint committee from the General Synod, the General Synod 
South, and the General Council, presenting a Common Order of Service for 
the use of all English-speaking Lutheran Churches, was discussed at some 
length with spirit and thoroughness, and when submitte. to a vote of the 
Synod, was adopted unanimously. 

On Monday evening at the close of the anniversary exercises of the Publi- 
cation Society, the Secretary of the Board of Church Extension, Rev. J. W. 
Richard, at the solicitation of the Kansas delegation, made an appeal for the 
Children’s Memorial in Kansas City, seconded by the President of the Gen- 
eral Synod, Rev. M. Rhodes, D. D., who conducted the effort of solicitation, 
which netted in cash and subscriptions the sum of $855.00. 

Another very agreeable feature of the convention was that the receipts of the 
General Synod Treasurer were more than sufficient to meet the travelling ex- 
penses of all the delegates. The otherwise heavy expenses of the Kansas 
delegation were greatly reduced by the low rates secured through the German 
Baptist Excursion to Mexico, Pa., and return.

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newspapers are running directly counter to the commands of God, and antag. 
onistic to morality, religion and the best interests of society ; therefore, 
Resolved, That this Synod expresses its positive disapproval of Sunday nil. 
road trains, and discountenances such travel and traffic, not only by refus. 
ing to travel ourselves, but counsel our people to do the same. We do mos 
emphatically protest against the extreme desecration of the Lord’s day, andthe 
flagrant violation by base-ball clubs, not only of the word of God, but the sen- 
timent of a Christian people, and lament also the influence of the Sunday news 
papers, even on church members, necessitating boys to labor and traffic on the 
Lord’s Day, and counsel our people to refrain from subscribing to or reading 
the same, believing if all Christians would withdraw their support, the Sunday 
newspapers would be discontinued.
